quarters. Following a false start, 
when only a small number of im- 
migrants joined the initial group, 
Yamit was opened to Israelis and, 
in logs than three yeara, a thriving 
town has sprouted In the dunca. 
Although a large part of the pop- 
ulation is employed by the govern- 
ment or the army (a sizeable 
proportion of the realdents are 
soldiers, stationed at the nearby 
alrbase, and their families), 
Yamit has made a promising 
economic start, boasting an in- 
dustrial park and severa) tourist- 
related enterprises. 

“It's like a dream here,” says 
38-year-old Sarah Feifel, who jogs 
flve kilometres on the beach at 
sunrise cvery day. ‘I never 
thought I could be so happy 
anywhere." 

While ploncering spirit was an 
inportant part of the dream, [ἰ 
could never have crystallized 
without a massive influx of 
Fovernment funds, generous tnx 
concessions, and a considcrable 
supply of cheap Arab labour work- 
ing long days in the flelds and on 
the construction sites. 


BUT THE DREAM has been 
shattered by the harsh realities of 
peace:making. And tn their 
frustration and anger, the man 
the townspeople blame most for 
their impending evacuation {s 
Moshe Dayan. That the finger 


should be painted at Dayan is . 


logical enough. As defence 
minister in the former Labour 
government, he conceived and 
promoted the {dea of establishing, 
in the vulnerable Rafiah ap- 
proaches, a city that would one 
day contain a quarter of a million 
people, The residents of Yamit 
blast Dayan 88 a pragmatic, 
ideology-free politician, and claim 
that he should have ataod fast on 
hig promise or resigned from the 
government. ‘'Why should my life 
depend upon Dayan's changing 
his mind?” asks a bitter Yehudit 
Shafflin. 


IF THE CITY-DWELLERS of 
Yamit are angry about aban- 
doning thelr homes and shops, 
members of the neighbouring 
moshavim are incredulous over 
the prospect of dismantling their 
settlements. '"To yield land is to 
surrender our principles, It urder- 
mines the very infrastructure of 
Ziontam,'' declares Yossi Masa, 
who farms at Sadot. 

‘There are others who see it the 
game way. 

"It ia not the number of 
settiements or the population of 
the region — both small — that 
gounts,'' says David Margollt, 
director of the Yamit header 
yeshiva. “By kicking us out, Sadat 
can tell his fellow Arabs that he 
haa dealt a blow to the Zionists 
where it really hurts." 1 

The Sadot. farmers have muc! 
ta -squawk about. Fach member 
owns 40 dunams of land, about 
five times that of the average 
moshavnik within the green Hine. 
The sprawling fields of tomatoes 
and melons, hothouses filled with 
flowers for the export market, and 
a IL150m. computor-controlled 
tomato packing plant — all depen- 
dent upon Arab labour from Gaza 
and Bl-Arish' — have been 
translated into an affluence far 


beyond the means of most 


Tsraelis. : 
Many of Sadot's families live in 


large, stucco villas, own new cars, - 


and can afford to take. annual 
vacations abroad. They will not 


quit their prosperous community 
without a fight and, when they do 
they will expect to be compen- 
sated handsamely. 


POURING SALT onto the settlers” 
wounds is the passive reaction of 
thelr compatriots within the 1967 
borders,.one which smacks of 
“You took a gamble by living in 
the Sinai and lost,"" and "Don't 
allow your personal interesta to 
derail the peace train." “It's as if 
we are the problem," cries a dis- 
mayed Yehudit Shafflin. ‘Ag If we 
aren't Interested in peace 88 much 
as anyone in Israel. Of course we 
are, But kicking us out [8 hardly 
an act of goodwill." 

Yoasst Mass agrees. 

"We are here as the represen- 
tattves of the government. Many 
of us have fought in three wara for 
Tsracl. How dare anyone suggest 
we are not joyal Ysraelis! 

‘The government has made ἃ 
serious mistake," says Masa, 34, 
his eyes heavily bagged from long 
days of lobbying Knesset 
members and Icading protest 
marches and late-night planning 
seasiona of the regional council. 
“Firat, because we are giving 
away security for what, at beat, is 
only a partial peace. And second, 
Begin has created a precedent for 
removing settlements from the 
Golan, and the Jordan Valley, os 
well as inviting the Arabs to 
bargain for Jefusalem.'' Pound- 
ing his fist on a tabie the narmal- 
ly soft-spoken moshav spokesman 
declares, “Begin has gone too 
fart" 


HOW MUCH of thia indignation is 
genuine concern for the national 
security, rather than the more 
selfish motive of hanging on to 
their property? It'a not easy to 
say. National and personal In- 
terest have been intertwined for 
so long — and suspicion and dia- 
truat of the Arabs {a so’ deeply 
embedded — that the settlers can- 
not admit the possibility that 
Egypt may really want peace with 
Tarael. : 

There are those who, perhaps 
myoptcally, believe that they will 
not have to abandon their 
settlements after all. 

“Three years (the proposed 
transition period) is 4 long time," 
says David Kaholi, who grows 
ornamental house-planta on 
Moshav Ugda. ''Now that Sadat 
has extracted the concession of 
the territory, he haa saved face 
with his people. But after a while, 
when things have quieted down, 
he will see that we could build for 
Egyptians what we built for 
ourselves here, He would be 
stupid to kick us out." 

But the consensus 15 that what 
Sadat has taken with one hand he 
will not give back with the other. 
And while the farmers and the 
city-dwellers of Yamit are united 
in their desire to remain In the 
Binai, they part ways on the 
realities of relocation. 

The moshayniks will be given 
land and homea within the green 
line and each community, if It so 
desires, will be able to remain in- 
tact. Yamit realdents will also be 
compenaated for their losses (it is 
doubtful thaf a generous Uncle 
Sam will make them 
‘‘millionafres,"' as you hear them 
saying in the streels of Beersheba 
and Tel Aviv), but what their 
future lives will be is not so 
predictahle. 


WILL THE phoenix of Yamit rise 
out of the sand-dunesa near 
Ashkelon or Cacsarea, aa’ has 
been suggested by some leading 
representatives of the town? Not 
very likely, The setting, and the 
shallenge of building a city Inthe 
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Sinal. were the glue that 

the Yamit settlers, wick 
governed more by the Spirit of 
self-help than by the Cooperation 
found on the neighbouring 
moshavim. 

"Yamit is a way of life," Baya 
Sarah Feifel, whe would consider 
going back to America were it not 
for her two army-nge children, 
Several of the pioneering group of 
Americans are also talking about 
returning. "We came to Israel ta 
live in Yamit,"" claims a Couple 
from Cleveland. ‘We have no in- 
terest in living in another Israel} 
city." 

Carole Rosenblatt, the 
proprietor of the Beach House 
restaurant where, for three years, 
she has been serving fast fish 
dinners and cholce nuggets on 
“life of a Jewish mother in the 
Sinai" to the organized tours, ia 
ready to pack it in. 

When the news from Camp 
David broke, she tried to enlist 
support for making Yamit an 
autonomous state, ‘'something 
like Monaco." But, finding few 
takers, the divorcee from Miamt 
la now considering moving to the 
South Seas. 

A Beduin named Amit, who 
works at the beachside café, says 
he is ready to take over the 
profitable enterprise. ‘He claims 
that the first thing he will do is 
lower the price of coffee," says 
Carole. ‘If he does, he will be oul 
of business in a month." 

Menahem Digly, who only last 
month opened up the holiday 
village near Yamit, is optimistic 
about remaining under Egyptian 
administration. ‘Why not?" aaks 
this former high-ranking army of- 
ficer. ‘If it's a real peace, then! 
should be allowed to continue with 
the resort. After all, Sadat has no 
objections to French- and 
American-owned enterprisea on 
Egyptian soil."’ 


BUT MOST of Yamit's in- 
habitants have no intention of liv- 
ing under an Egyptian flag. The 
large majority will return to 
towns and cities within the green 
line. Will they go to another 
border town, ff asked by the 
government? 

Realtor Max Dektor says he {a 
ready to go to Katzrin, the new 
town In the Golan. "For me, the 
challenge of building Israel 
doesn’t stop with Yamit."' 

But Dektor {s outnumbered by 
the voices of the disappointed and 
the cynical. 

“The next move is where J want 
to go, not where the government 
would like to place us,'’ says Nal- 
ty Gero, co-proprietor of the 
Beach House. 

Not everyone is 30 bitter. Not 
even Haim Feifel, who has spont 
the last six years organizing 
building a community in Yamlt. 

‘It's been a terrific ex 
perience,” he says. ‘‘They'vé 
ΤῊΣ some of the best years of my 
ife."* ᾿

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‘Tinto monhay Faran, 
dylng sun cast ita golden 
shadows over the surrounding 
wilderness, T was aceompanying 
Rabbt Menahem Hacohen. the 
tirelessly energetic communal 
rabbi of the Moshav Movement on 
one of his pastoral visits. 

He had come to dedicate a place 
of worship at the moshavniks’ re- 
quest. The four-year-old village, 
halfway between the southern end 
of the Dead Sea and Elfat, still has 
τ rawness about it. There is little 
greenery and the saplings are as 
tiny aa the toddlers running 
between the legs of their parents, 
waiting for the short ceremony to 
begin. There are 45 families at 
Faran, under half the planned 
total. The oldest inhabitant is in 
his late 20s. 

We entered the house set aside 
aa a temporary synagogue, the 
rabbi carefully bearing a huge 
pareel. Unwrapped, it revealed a 
sefer tora, which he lovingly plac- 
ed In the Ark of the Covenant. This 
and all the other ritual articles — 
the tnfillin, the tallitot, the prayar- 
books — were provided by the rab- 
bi's department. Theso, I learned 
in the course of our three days and 


“2,000 kms. of travel, are standard 


equipment for moshaylm. 

Rabbi Hacohen told the 
villagers and their children that it 
was now up to them to keop their 
house of prayer going. 

“In some moshavim they de- 
mand impressive buildings, but 
what's the point if they remain 
empty?" he asked. Looking at the 
young mothers, he declared, 
‘‘Much depends on the women, for 
if they care, they can carry the en- 
tire community with them. That is 
why this place must be a com- 
munal responalbillty. 

“I know that most of you know 
little of traditional Judaism, but 
you must always remember that 
you have a solemn duty to ralse 
your children as Jews. They have 
to know what the festivals are 
about and how the Sabbath is 
celebrated. I suggest that for a 
start you hold a sorvice here 
every Friday evening." 

One round-faced youngster in- 
terposed, “But can we manage 
before milking time?" 

Rabbi Hacohen replied, “In that 
case come in your work clothes, 
but with your children." He was 
relieved to learn that there would 
be at least a minyan for the high 
holydays. 

AS we were having 
refreshments outside in the near- 
darkness, I heard one young 
farmer tell the rabbi, "I feel that 
today we have started to form a 
community, and that we'll no 
longor be just a group getting a 
moshav going." ᾿ 


THE LOW-KEY event at Faran 
differed sharply from the 
ceremonies I had witnessed the 
previous day in the Emek at

Because its villuges are 
neglected by the Ministry for 
Religious Affairs, the Moshav 
Movement fully backs Rabbi 
Hacohen's work. Over the years, 
his department's budget has 
grown from 120,000 to ILam. I 
noted during our visita how the 
rabbi undertook to supplement 
moshavim funds for synagogue 
furniture or a new sefer tora, 
which can cost between IL70,000 
and 1L100,000 today. He has shown 
the kibbutz Ein Harod carpentry 
shop how to produce a suitable 
Ark, a prayer table and a cup- 
board for sacred books. 


RABBI HACOHEN does things in 
style, because that's how he can 
bring the- young closer to 
traditional values. Thus, he decid- 
ed to take 100 boys and their 
families from Emek Hefer 
moshavim to the top of Masada 
for their bar mitzva ceremony, 
hoping that it would leave a 
lasting impression on them. 

No religious apparachik, Rabbi 
Hacohen has time and compas- 
sion for everyone. Just before we 
left for our trip, the cleaning 
woman at Moshay Movement 
headquarters diffidently entered 
hls second-floor office. She begged 
for an appointment, erying, “I 
have been married for three 
years, but I have had no children. 
I hear that rabbis can charm 
away barrenness. I'll pay you 
TL500 to help me." 

The ΓΕΡῸ] told her, “If you listen 
to me, you'll take your hard- 
earned money and forget the rab- 
bis. Go to a good doctor. That's 
where you should spend your 
money." Ξ 

The rabbi explained to me that 
the founding generation were 


rebels against the Diaspora and - 


its traditions, “but at least they 
knew what they were against. 
Thelr sons are simply ig-. 
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perceive the grandchildren seek- 
Ing new roots in old values, 
despite the obtuse heartlessness 
of the religious bureaucracy," 

He is always relieved to find the 

sons of Oriental Imigrants in 
moshavim “because they were 
raised to reapect the Tora. At 
least they know how to open a sid- 
dur, Moreover, the moshavim 
have produced the most 
succeasful integration in the coun- 
try, and they have less communal 
tension than elsewhere. I find that 
the gong of these immigrants can 
toach their Ashkenazi members a 
lot about Viddishkeit,” 
UP NORTH along the Lebanese 
border, we found the men of 
Dovev wanting greater financial 
help in furnishing their new syn- 
agogue. These North African im- 
migrants have become rooted in 
the mountain soil despite in- 
hospitable conditions and cons- 
tant terrorist attacks. The worst 
was the blowing up of the school 
bus which served them and their 
neighbour, Avivim. Dovey wants 
the same kind of pine synagogue 
pews as Avivim has managed to 
install. Before dropping down into 
the Emek along corkscrew roads, 
we passed some more breathtak- 
ing mountain landscape to reach 
Zuriel for a conference of local 
village rabbis. I could not grasp a 
word of what was said, because of 
the heavy Yemenite and Maghreb 
accents, but I did appreciate the 
flery-sauced Moroccan fish we ate 
for lunch. Another revelation for 
my palate was machya — a Mo- 
roccan arak-style liquor distilled 
from figs. It was highly potent 
and fuelled the jolly atmosphere 
around the table. 

Our most unpleasant incident 
was at moshav Shefer, a com- 
munity of 40 families clinging to 
the hills near Safad. My rabbi had 
to mediate In the long-standing 
feud between the rabb! appointed 
by the Religious Affaira Ministry

and the villagers. I have never 
witnessed such an outburst of ran- 
cour and hatred as I saw in thal 
tiny synugogue. The rabbi cleaves 
unyieldingly to the stricteat 
Orthodoxy and has no common 
language with the community. 

Later in the week, when we 
drove to the Raflah Approaches, 
we went to see the magnificent 
Synagogue at Mivtahim. This is a 
soaring structure with wonderful- 
ly wrought wooden lattice-work on 
{ts ceiling around the bima, anda 
beautifully carved wooden door 
for the Ark, Surrounded by 
ceramic sculpture. Oulside stands 
a huge modernistic sculpture in 
granite and bronze. No wonder: a 
Plaque indicates that it {s al) the 
gift of Nessim Gaon, Premier 
Begin's Sephardi millfonalre 
friend, in his father's memory. 
(But why In Mivtahim?) 

A few hours’ drive across coun- 
try, 20 minutes beyond 
Beersheba, we came to an equally 
impressive aAynagogue, but this 
time bullt by the labours of the 
members of the congregation. We 
were at Nevatim, "one of Israel's 


τ miractes,"’ to quote Rabbi 


Hacohen. 


In the early 1950s, Jews from ; 


the indian state of Cochin came on 
Aliya. They had retained their 
Jewish {identity despite a 1,000- 
yoar {isolation from Jewry, Some 
of them were dumped in the 
desert, without roads, water or 
electricity, earning their Hving at 
tree-planting for the INF and 
other public works. They lived 
five families to a shack, Today 
they have fine homes and are the 
country's leading exporters of 
flowers, apart from their other 
crops — fruit and olives. 

Farm manager Daniel 
Avraham told me: ‘When Pinhaa 
Sapir came here in the early ‘608 
and asked our parents what they 
wanted, they asked for 
Scholarships to agricultural 
schools and colleges, and you see 
the results.” 

It was while handing a Sefer 
Tora to Rabbi Hacohen at the cén- 
secralion of the synagogue in 
August 1975 that Sapir collapsed 
and died. The large com- 
memorative plaque is an exact 
copy of one of their ancient houses 
of worship back in Cochin. The im- 
pressive bima with its thick 
bronze pillars and the intricately 
carved woodwork doors of the Ark 
were also brought from there, as 
well as the 500-year-old scrolls of 
the Law with thetr silver and gold- 
embossed cases, 

Many promises were given to 
establish some proper memorial 


for Sapir at Nevatim, Avraham - 


complained, but nothing had 
materialized. They badly need a 
swimming pool, he said. 

Their main problem Is their 
Isolation amid a circle of Beduin 
encampments, whose inhabitants 
steal their precious water and 
break their pipes. As we drove 
around the village, I saw Beduin 
herds eating the roots of 
Nevatim's treea, although 
Avraham had nothing but pralse 


for the Agriculture Ministry's 


‘green squads." 

They suffer most from Beduin 
vandallam of their small 
cemetery. ‘‘We complain to 
Beersheba police but they do 
nothing,” Avraham said. A short 
discussion with the rabbi produe- 
ed a commitment of IL300,000 to 
help build a Strong fence around 
the graveyard. — 


WE REACHED Sde Nitzan in 
time for the morning service at 
which the bar mitzva ceremony of 
an American settler's son was be- 
ing -held, It proceeded according 
to the Israeli Orthodox prayer 
book, but it was American Conser- 


vative in practice, to judge by the 
number of families praying 
together. Americans make up 50 
per cent of the 59 families at this 
moshay, which only admits 
English-speaking olim in keeping 
with the stipulation of New 
Zealand-born Eddy Peretz, grand- 
son of Yiddish writer Y.L. Peretz, 
who introduced glasshouse 
cultivation into Israel. 

The service was held in the neat 
communal hall, which has a sim- 
ple prayer-corncer. The rabbi 
presented the bar mitzva boy with 
the Moshav Movement acroll and 
a_silver-embossed prayer book. 
His sermon's message was to 
follow the biblical injunctlon of 
copying neither the tree nor the 
altar. The tree bends with euch 
Passing wind, while the stone 
altar stands immovable. ‘We 
have to reject the extremes and 
seck to live in harmony with 
changing times without losing our 
basic guidelines," he said. 

An English settler told me that 
the five Britlyh families there are 
Orthodox and strongly oppose the 
American Conservative bid to 
have women conduct services. 1 
found a deep division of opinion in 
a discusaton held with Rabbi 
Hacohen in the secretariat office. 
A Californian was an earnest 
Conservative, who warned a 
strictly Orthodox South African 
that he would never agree to sit 
apart from his wife at prayer. An 
English woman took a middle 
Position, speaking in terms of 
“vellgious group therapy.” 

However, all concurred that 
their jotnt problem WAS poor 
attendance at services. A perma- 
nent synagogue might draw more 
worshippera, but in the meantime 
they would have to make do with 
the present arrangement. They all 
complained that the Rellgioua Af- 
fairs Ministry rabbi never showed 
his nose in the moshav. In the end, 
the Rabbi promised to heip them 
to the best of his ability, especiaily 
in organizing Jewish atudy 
circles. 


THE PEOPLE at Sde Nitzan, tike 
those at Nevatim, take the prin- 
ciples of the Moshav Movement 
very seriously, eapecially as far 
ΔΒ mutual aid and the exclusion of 
hired labour are concerned. This 
is also the case with its neighbours 
Nir Avraham and Talmei Eliahu, 
but certainly not with Yesh'l, . 
Sadot and Netiv Ha'asara, as a 
Cursory survey of these villages 
Indicated. They depend on Arab 
labour and some have waxed rich 
on it, to judge by the luxurious 
homes some farmers have 
managed to build in a very short 
time. 

This is part of a spiritual and 
moral crisis besetting Israeli 
society ag a whole, but it is a 
special challenge to the Moshav 
Movement, which hag yet to face 
up to it. The morning after I got 
back from the Πα δῇ Approach, 
the newspapers reported that the 
Gaza military tribunal fined six 
members of Netiv Ha'asara, 
Sadot and Dikla for employing 
Arab children under the age of 14. 

The most telling anecdote, in 
this connection, came from Rabbi 
Hacohen. He -was asked to marry 
ἃ girl at one of these moshavim. 
When the time came for the 
ceremony the rabbi asked the - 
farmer for four men to hold the 
four corner poles of the hupa. The 
man’s response was to yell, 


-"¥alla, Ahmed!" (Come here, 


Ahmed!). “In that case," said 
Rabbi Hacohen. “you may import 
a rabbi from Gaza as well."

He 
wis olao a physician interested in 
such newly developing firlds as 
vriminology, paycliatry, and 
women's problema. His vast out- 
put of fletion, drama, and social 
philosophy waa translated into 15 
languages, Including Chinese and 
Japanese; he himacif knew 14 
languages (bealdes the three an- 
tlent onea) and knew practically 
everybody worth knowing 
throughout Lurope. 

After the attempt on his life, 
Nortau himself defended his δῖ" 
tucker during the investigation, 
an act of generosity and tolerance 
that fitted in with his interest in 
criminal psychology. Nordau had 
studied under Cesare Lombroso, 
the Htalian-Jewish professor of 
forensic medicine (who has no 
street named after him, but 
should have). 

The act also fitted Nordau's 
reputation as a "humanist," a 
fighter for jnatice and tolerance, 
an enemy of “all deceptions of 
politteal and scenomic es- 
tatlishments." 

Why, then, would a Zionist stu- 
dent wish to Kill this distinguished 
Kentleman who was Herz)'s own 
choice to be hia successor; who 
had drafted the Basle Programme 
(Rehoy Basle runs parallel to Nor-

-bourekaa lay in the fact that they 
used paper-thin fila pastry leaves. 


JERUSALEM 


Unfortunately, this Pastry Is οχ- 
tremely diffleult to make at home, 
and most of the commercial fila 
bakers seem to have gone out of 
business. A good commerc{al 
flaky pastry dough will make a 
reasonable, if not perfect, sub- 
stitute. 

Another secret lay in the filling, 
which despite the fact that we 
were eating a meat meal, wag 
smooth, rich and creamy, thanks 
to the inclusion of brains. T once 
copied this method and wag 
foolish enough to mention it to my 
guests. One of the women present

To prepare these bourekas, 
bring wat + to which you have add- 
ed a tablespoon of vinegar, to the 
boil. Lower the heat so that the 
water is just simmering, and gent- 
ly immerse a set of braina 
weighing about half a kilo. Poach

JORGE LUIS BORGES is a writer 
of extreme concision. A good 
paragraph of Borges has the for- 
mal welght of a sonnet. Yet his 
constructions are so reticent that 
halfconcealed meaninga only 
slowly surface. One haa often to 
dig deep to find the bone Borges 
has buried. 

Moreover, his typical heroes — 
Lannrot the detective, Funes the 
Memorious — are almost 
emblematic figures. I doubt 
whether many of Borges's ad- 
mirera have tried to flesh them 
out in their imagination. 

When Shabta! Konorty and 
Rachel Shorr told me they plan- 
ned to start a Story Theatre in

Jerusalem, and they would begin 
with thelr adaptation of Borges's 
Emmu Zunz, I thought they were 
making difficulties for 
themselves. Little Theatre in 
Jerusalem is ἃ battlefleld — little 
theatres indeed, little audiénces, 
“that old perplexity an empty 
purse'' — why try also to translate 
the reserved: Borges into 
theatrical terms? But the three 
rehearsals I saw were persuasive, 
Borges, after all, is a man of feel- 
ing, of a delicate sensuousness 
even. I think of Funes‘s passion 
flower, or ‘‘the futile cry of a 
bird” that Lonnrot hears before 
Red Schartach shoots him. 


Emma Zunz is employed by her 
dead father's apparent hetrayer. 
She avenges her father in a 
murder planned with Poe-like 
remorselesaness. For Borgeslan 
composure, Rachel Shorr sub- 
stitutes expressionist Intensity. 
Very few young actresses could 
equal her command of her 
features, and thelr passage from 
despalr to resolution, in the scene 
when she decides on the murder of 
Aaron Loowentha! her employer, 
1 think this intensity legitimate 
though at first {t atartlea. It la ap- 
propriate for Emma Zunz, an 
Electra “with a computer mind” 
as Rachel Shorr puts [t. Her act- 
ing 1s carefully inset in a collage 
of slides (some of them haunting) 
that compose Buenoa Aires circa 


1922, and of taped voices and 
sound effects. The Borges 
labyrinth, or jig-vaw puzzle, of in- 
tention and actual performance, 
of indirection, of buried clues, [5 
counterpointed by the jig-saw in- 
genuity of the production. 
Substitute actors in the form of 
siides and tapes are a good solu- 
tion for a theatre with a tiny 
budget. The screen on which the 
slides are projected suggests ἃ 
shadow-puppet theatre. I very 
much Itked the puppet-live actor 
relationship which is get up. 
Rachel Shorr has a fine and 
elear vatce. Arte Julls taped the 
part of Aaron Loewenthal. 
Emma Zunz is about loyalty, 
obseasion, revenge. The second 
half of the bill, Τα Zahir, is again 
about obsession, and about loyalty 
perhaps, In every epoch, accord- 
ing to the Zahir superstition 
codified (and invented) by 


forgettable object that drives men 
mad. In this epoch, (he sacred and 
abominable object is an Argentl- 
nian coin worth 2¢ centavos. The 
narrator {8 glyen it In his change. 
Its posseasion drives away every 
other association, and the 
narrator soon wiil be reduced toa 
one-pointed concentration on the 
Zahir. “Others will dream I am 
mad; I shall dream of the Zahir."* 

The Zahir contains several of 
Borges's most perfect 
paragraphs. It is unusually con- 
densed, even by hig standards, 
and has several sharp transitions, 
remote allusions, and passages of 
conscious self-parody. It ls a tour 
de force to tell, not read, this 
story, seated at a table throughout 
the telling. Shabtal Konorty plays 
the narrator as an elegant, alight- 
ly over-wrought, young man. He 
eould be a failed gambler or a 
erumbling dandy. He convinced

People thought: “If a man ike 
Nordau takes up this cause, 
perhaps there 1s something in it.” 

Together with David Woilfsohn, 
who took over the presidency of 
the Zionist Organization after 
Herzl's death when Nordau refus- 
ed the honour, Nordau and Herzl 
were the Western European 
triumvirate who represented 
“palitical Zionlam" and ran 
things In the early years. (Wolf- 
sohn's Tel Aviv street, way down 
in the inelegant south, is near the 
“new" Central Bus Station which 
will probably never open, and 
may be considered as doomed as 
the Uganda Scheme). 

Their elegance and European 
formality was, among much else, 
anathema to the Ruselan Jews. At 
the First Congress, where Nor- 
dau's speeches were hailed as 
models of brilliant rhetoric, he 
had intended to appear in a frock 
coat; but at Herzl's insistence he 
changed to full dress — swaliow- 
tails and white tie. 

Weizmann pronounced Nordau 
not selfless like Herzl, ‘but ar- 
tificial and arrogant....a 
Heldentenor, a prima donna, A 
great speaker in the clasaic style, 
but spadework was not his line... 
An ardent Zionist only during 
Congresses, the other 860 days of 
the year he tended to his own 
business, which was writing.'' He 
had ‘‘a talent for epigrams and 
sparkle, but no perception or 
depth," and hia attitude toward 
the masses of Eastern Jewry was 
“patronizing.” 


THE MOST atrident literary rift, 
though, was between Nordau and 
Ahad Ha‘'am. (We think of Tel 
Aviv streets as chaotic and dia- 
ordered: but our daily collisions 
and confusions are nothing com- 
pared to what went on between the 
men after whom they are named.) 

Earlier, the successful Nordau 
had given the sadly aspiring Herzl 
some literary criticism. Some of 
Herzl's work, Nordau said, “are 
examples of atrong, creative 
prose, hut others are not aimple 
enough for my taste... They are 
made to impress the reader, 
something which never permits 
the best of writing." 

Yet when Ahad Ha'am_ at- 
tacked Herz]'s Alineuland, Nor- 
dau sprang violently to Herzi's 
defence, for here was a question 
not merely of style, but of the 
whole point of the Jewish state — 
Ahad Ha'am's ‘‘cultural’’ ideal 
Zionism versus Herz}’s conception 
and leadership. This waa attacked 
by Ahad Ha’am, through Herzl’s 
novel, as being insufficiently 
‘Jewish,’ too concerned with 
tolerance” and what the gentiles 
would think, completely lacking in 
a Hebrew core, unrealiatically in- 
tent on a swift solution, and bereft 
of a real love of the land and the 
essential ethical development of 
the individual. 

In the storm that followed, Nor- 
dau, in the opinion of some, 
overreacted in his onslaught. 
“Ahad Ha'am,"” he wrote, ‘ls 
against tolerance. The stranger 
18, perhaps, to be slaughtered, or 
at least persecuted, as in Sodom 
and Gomorra. The thought of 
tolerance dlagusts him. Well, we 
are disgusted when auch a mis- 
begotten victim of intolerance 
speaks in such a manner about 
tolerance. Ahad Ha'am accuses 
Herzl of copying European 
manners — Hurope’s opera 
houses, academies, and white 
gloves. The only thing he wishes to 
bring with him to Altneuland are 
the promises of the Inquisition, 
the mores of the anti-Semites, and 
Rusala's laws against the Jews. 
One would be nauseated by sucha 
spiritual misconception, if one 


didn't merely have pity for it." 

There was more, richly quoted 
in Bein'’s blography of Herai. 
Nordau continues the attack on 
Ahad Ha‘am'a personality, his 
obsession with Hebrew ("except 
that in this beautiful Hebrew he 
has nothing to say"), and tho ac- 
Cusatlon that at heart '‘Ahad 
Ha'am is no Zionist — he ls the op- 
poslte of a Zionist." 

These blows and counter-biows 
were being published in various 
Zionist journala in the spring of 
1808, before the ‘‘Uganda 
Congress."' Nordau later recalled 
that one speaker, a certain 
Dizengoff, of the Russian camp, 
had noted that Zionism was con- 
cerned "not with Jews but with 
Judaism," and responded with his 
much-quoted reply, ‘Judaism 
without Jews! We know you, 
beautiful mask! Go with this 
phrase and join a spiritualists' 
mecting." 

Then in December, the morning 
after the assassination attempt, 
Herz) wrote to Nordau that th: 
“Ussishkins, Bernstein-Cohens, 
and-others" (today a wide range 
of Tol Aviv streets) saw in the 
Uganda issue "a way of getting 
rid of us."' But ‘if there Js 
shooting, then we stand firm. And 
if you are being shot at, then my 
bullet also already has my name 
on it.’’ He couldn't prove it, Herzl 
went on, “but in my opinion, 
Luban‘s bullet was loaded in 
Russia." 


BY THE TIME of the Tenth 
Congress, in Basle in 1913, Nor- 
dau, who had led all previous 
ones, refused to attend: the 
Ruasians were firmly In control. 
During World War I he was exiled 
from France to Spain, as an 
enemy ailen, and Weizmann, ona 
miasion to Gibraltar, managed to 
visit the Nordaus. They were, he 
wrote to his wife, ‘‘poor creatures, 
very sad, living like refugees in a 
smal! flat In Madrid.’’ Sub- 
conscious politica) vengeance? 
But, Weizmann went on, ‘“‘Nordau 
igs delighted with our work in 
England and is absolutely 
enchanted with everything.” 
Really? 

At about the same time, in 1916, 
Nordau developed his plan for 
bringing 600,000 Jews from Eastern 
Europe to Palestine immediately 
(the figure of one million was also 
mentioned), thus establishing a 
majority for a Jewish state and 
nat some vague concept such ag 
“national home.’’ And even if 
thousands of these ‘‘fell by the 
wayside,"’ they should be con- 
sidered caaualties of war. This 
was the plan that Jabotinsky 
adopted 20 years later, in the 
shadow of Hitler. 

Weizmann was acid in his 
criticism of the ‘‘Nordau Plan, If 
Plan It can be called, to transfer a 
million Jews to Palestine in one 
year,’’ ignoring all practical 
problems, ‘‘and if, of that million, 
two or three hundred thousand 
perished, the remalning seven or 
eight hundred thousand would 
‘somehow’ be established,"’ 

But that same year, 1916, Nor- 
dau defined the ''Tenets of 
Zionism" in a way that would not 
go down well with today's post- 
Jabotinsky ideology. Though he 
always warned that assimilation 
was an illugion, for millionaires ag 
well as for soctalists, Nordau in- 
sisted that ‘’Zionlem does not pre- 
tend to lead back to the homeland 
of their ancestors all the Jews of 
the globe.’ It has as its aim free 
immigration to Palestine, but cer- 


‘tainly “has not the ambition of 


founding an independent Jewish 
State, elther kingdom or 
republic." 


AFTER THE. WAR, in 1920, the - 


Zionist leadership rejected Nor- 
dau's plea to “open the gates and 
not worry about how they wil! be 
fed" as unreailstic. Indeed, at the 
London “Little Congress" that 
year, Nordau was relegated to dls- 
mal quarters and his presence 
was underplayed. He wag also 
practically penniless. The Jewish 
Telographic Agency, then being 
act up through Meir Grossman, 
offered Nordau a 25-guinea fee for 
a series of articles; for Nordau, 
the former literary lion, [ waa a 
saving gesture. 

A young woman journalist 
managed to find Nordau and in- 
terview him. She herself had 
never read his works but waa well 
aware of his reputation and dis- 
turbed by this treatment. ‘But 
Mr. Nordau,” she said, “you are

head and shoulders above 
everybody else here."" 

“I think so too," replied Nor- 
dau. 

He died in Paris in 1928, and in 
1926 was re-interred in the old Tel 
Aviv cemetery. His widow and 
daughter came for the ceremony 
and made a point of visiting Ahad 
Ha'am. That old adversary, who 
himself had only one more year to 
live, welcomed the women in a 
spirit of perfect generosity, 
kindness, and tolerant 
forgiveness. 

Ht was the “sad but proud 
privilege’ of Lt.-Col. Frederick 
Kisch, then chairman of the 
Palestine Zionist Executive, to 
deliver an oration at the 
cemetary. He streased the 
‘characteristically Jewish'' 
nature of Nordau's ‘‘refusal to 
accept the passing fashion or es- 
tablished conventions, hia 
relentless summoning of ideas to 
judgment, and merciless scep- 
ticism founded on the ardent con- 
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vicllon that truth must prevail."* 

On the centenary of Nor- 
dau's birth, in November, 1849, a 
full-blown ceremony was held at 
his graveside, by the imposing 
monument set up some years 
earlier. All was forgiven, and not 
yet forgotten. Ministers and 
Knesset Members paid their 
respects, and Max’s only child 
Maxn spoke movingly of her 
beloved father. Maxa was by then 
a well-known painter in Paris 
(several exhlibitiona of her work 
have been held here as well as 
abroad), married to a French 
enginecr named Greenblatt. (He 
was a relative of the wife of Tel 
Aviv Mayor Rokach and had plans 
for Improving the clty‘’s beach- 
front — which came to nothing.)

CLISVELAND Jews had lo found a 
aehool for their children; public 
education was still in its infancy 
and a secular liberal German 
school -- the type of school to 
which American Jews kent thelr 
children In othor citlea — did not 
exist in Cleveland, In 1844, Ansche 
Chesed, onc of the two Cleveland 
synagogues, opened a day school 
with a completo secular and 
Jewish curriculum. Five years 
later 68 students wore enrolled, 
and the local presa wrote: ‘The 
thought uppermost in their minds 
is that good citizenship requires a 
good education and therefore they 
arc zealous. 80 united, so wise." 

The firat great event in the an- 
nala of Cleveland Jewry occurred 
on July 14, 1868, when 2,000 
Christians and Jews followed a 
mammoth parade of flags, floats, 
banda, and local dignitaries to the 
dedication of a Jawish orphanage. 
The main speaker was Rabbi 


Isaac Mayer Wiac of Cinclnnatl, 
lender of mid-western American 
Jewry and founder of the 
American Reform movement, 
who was moved by the '‘vaat 
audience” thare. By the end of the 
year, 81 children from the south 
and mid-west wero living at the 
orphanage. 

As a specialist in immigration 
history, Gartner devotes over 200 
pages to this topic in a section en- 
titled ‘Ascending to Importance 
1870-1920."' In ἢ he gives the 
reader inslght into the growth and 
development of a Jewish com- 
munity outside the well-known 
American East Coast cities. As 
Cleveland's population doubled to 


* 800,000 in this period, the Jewish 


community grew from 1,000 to 
75,000, becoming just about 9 per 


"> cent of the total population. 


Discrimination, which had ex- 
isted only superficially, took root 
as more Jews mpved into the city. 


{| According to a 1908 government 


housing survey, in certain areas 
of the city Jews paid far higher 
rents than othor cthnic groups. As 
social discrimination kept Jews 
from joining exclusive clubs, the 
Jews reacted In a typical 
Ameriean fashion and formed 
their own clubs, 

Since Cleveland was a major 
garment manufacturing centre in 
the immigration era, Gartner ex- 
amines the tailoring union and 
others in detail. Union pressure in 
the early 20th century helped 
change the sixth working day 
from Saturday to Sunday in one 
elgar factory. Local 1750, a 
religious carpenters’ unlon, pledg- 
ed to refrain from labour on Satur- 
days and Jewish holidays. 


ACCORDING to Gartner, 
Cleveland owes Its prominence in 
the American Jewish community 
to several remarkable men. Rab- 
bl Abba Hillel Silver. the great 
Amorican Zionist leader, is seen 
in this study aa a prophetic force 
In the Cleveland community and 


af an advocate of Strengtheney 
Jewish education, Ezra Shapira 
the late world president of Keren 
HaYesod, [5 described aaa promi. 
nent clvic leader who once Berved 
as acting mayor of the city, 

A most unusual contribution 
came from Cleveland to lara] fn 
the shape of a Hagaddah, printeg 
in Jerusalem in 1895. The auther 
of the accompanying commentary 
was Rabbi Benjamin Gittetsohn of 
Cleveland who wanted his work 
published in Eretz Yisrael, The 
publisher added this Concluding 
note: ‘'From a distance, the 
United States, he (Rabb 
Gittelsohn) provided work for the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem so that 
they might enjoy the labour of 
their hands... And this should bea 
sign to our brethren that the work 
of our printing plant Ia very out. 
standing. And we hope that all 
Jews will learn from him and 
whoever has something to print 
will send It to us, and with God's 
help we wil) fulfill every request." 

In Cleveland Rabb! Gittetsohn, 
a graduate of the Lithuanian 
Slobodka Yeshiva, was joined by 
Rabbi Israel Porath, who wrote 
hig multi-volumed Maro 
laTatmud there. These two 
Orthodox rabbis set a precedent. 
During the Nazl invasion, the 
great Telshe Yeshiva in Lithuania 
was transplanted to Cleveland via 
Shanghal in 1041. Tt remains a 
vital part of the Cleveland Jewish 
community today. 

Prof. Gartner has skilfully 
drawn the portralt of an American 
Jewlsh community coming to 
terms with its new freedom. 
-Ironic as it may sound, Cleveland 
Jewry, one of the most significant 
American Jewish communities, 
has not grown in population since 
1920 and stil] numbers just under 
80,000, What this portenda for the 
future, and how Jews in Cleveland 
and elsewhere in a democratle

PARIS, Thursday, September 80, 
— The U.S. Secretary of State, 
Mr. George Marshall, today call- 
ed upon the U.N. Genera) 
Assembly to admit Israel and 
Trans-Jordan to U.N. 
membership and demanded early 
action to bring peace ta Palestine, 
repatriate the refugees and give 
economic ald to Jews and Arabs. 

Mr. Marshall, who spoke after 
the Phillppine delegate In today's 
General Debate, said that his 
country favoured “a Palestine 
free from strife, with both Jews 
and Arabs assured of that 
peaceful development envisaged 
by the actions of the Goneral 
Assembly and the Security Couh- 
cil."" He advocated the repatria- 
“ion of refugees “who wish to 
return and live In peace with their 
neighbours, and the early 
demobilization of Arab and 
Jewish forces, to permit the 
return to conditions of peace and 
normal living in Palestine." 

He also paid tribute to those who 
served on U.N. misstona.

the new-label plastic bags.

fioult to label, and Doron is 
recommending a metal tag for 
those frosh whole chickens, 
turkeys, etc., that have passed an 
inspection (such as those sold by 
the dig chain stores).

Tarael has had a few attempts at 

American-style deep fried 
ahicken before, but never the 
genuine Kentucky Fried Chicken 
recipe, reportedly because of 
Arab boycott pressure. Recently, 
the franchise for Israel waa given 
to new Immigrant Irving James, 
an attorney from New York, 
- Why did James succeed where 
others had failed? ‘Sheer per- 
alstence,”” he says. A better 
answer may be lucky timing, with 
the parent company Weublein 
‘feeling that an Israeli franchiae 
would no longer hurt its business 
in aeven Arab countries, including 
Egypt. . 

The idea of selling Kentucky 
Fried Chicken in Israel was ac- 
tually that of James’ son, 23-year- 
old’ Michael, who manages the 
Herzliya ‘restaurant.

The other Ingredients are 
all local. The specially fed, freahly 
slaughtered chickens come from 
moshav Beit Yitzhak near 
Notanya. 

Because he wants a hechsher, 
James had to agree to close from 
Friday night until Saturday after 
dark. It will be the first officially 
kosher K.F.C. in the world. James 
envisages: a chain of ΚΡ. 
throughout Israel, and says the 
next ones should he in North Tel 
Aviv, Ramat Aviv and Netanya, 
within a year, 

Kentucky Fricd Chicken in 
Herzliya Is open from 11 am. 10 
11:30 p.m. on weekdays, but 
closes at about 3 p.m. on Fridays. 
On Saturdays, cooking doesn't 
begin until nightfall. There is am- 
ple parking space, some nealing 
inside and more outside, but much 
of the trade {s take-away. 

The main take-away packs are 
a whole chicken cut Into nine por- 
tlons, for IL109 including VAT. 
and a 15-plece parce! with alxralls 
at 1.179. There is also 8 21-plece 
bucketful at 1248. 

By my calculations, this is 
about twice what it would coat to 
make deep fried chicken al home 
— not counting the fuel, the the 
and the effort, which are cot 
siderable, Still, double the price 
for the luxury of a restaurant: 
cooked meal ia very reasonable 
indeed, and James should be 
applauded for keeping pricoa on 
the low side. He says he took 
K.F.C.'a recommended pric 
caloulations, and then shaved off 
some to meet the Israeli public's 
lmited means. -- 

For eating on the premises, oF 
individual carry-out meals, 
K.F.C. offers a “snack” -
